A CONTRACT OF £187,949. 


The contract for the fourth section of the 
tramways permanent way reconstruction 
scheme, and the construction of the track in 
Ballygomarten road, was discussed at a special 
meeting of the Beliast Corporation yesterday, 
when the Tramways’ Committees recom- 
mendation—made on the casting vote of the 
chairman— to accept the tender of Mr. John 
Graham, Dromore, at the gross figure ol 
£189,180 4s. (which includes cost of main- 
tenance for five years), came up fpr confir- 
mation. 

Alderman Sir William Turner (Lord Mayor) 
presided, and the public galleries were 
crowded.

In recommending the accept- 
ance of Mr. Graham’s tender, the Committee 
was acting honestly, as from all outward 
appearances his previous work had been 
carried out quite satisfactory. 

Councillor Anderson seconded. 

Councillor Smylie moved that the tender of 
Messrs. F. B. McKee and Co., at 
£187,949 15s. Ad., be accepted. It was a good 
local firm, paying rates in Belfast. 
Councillor Mercer seconded. 

Alderman Duff said he knew before he 
came into the room that Messrs. McKee were 
going to get the contract. It seemed that 
Mr. Boswell's tender was the lowest.

LEINSTER. 

FURNITURE FOR COURTHOUSES.—At 
the meeting of the Meath County Council a 
letter was read from the District Justice stat- 
ing what furniture and requisites are neces- 
sary for a number of the smaller courthouses 
in the county.

Before Mr. Justice Murnaghan, sitting As 
Vacation Judge, yesterday, the case of Arnott 
v. Arnott appeared on motion, 

In an action by Sir John A. Arnott, Bart., 
and Mrs. Rosina Johnson against Lady Emily 
Jane FitzGerald Arnott, which was decided 
on July 20th, 1924, the defendant was re- 
moved from the trusteeship of the will of the 
late Sir John Arnott, Ihe application now 
was that in her stead Mr. Loftus Percival 
Arnott be appointed co-trustee with Sir John 
Alexander Arnott, Bart., and that an order 
be made by the Court vesting in these two 
trustees all the property contained in the will 
and codicils of the late Sir John Arnott, Bart. 

Mr. Marnan, who (instructed by Messrs. 
Casey, Clay and Collins) appeared for the 
plaintifis, said that this was a motion on 
behalf of Sir John A. Arnott and Mrs. Rosina 
Johnson, following judgment given by his 
lordship on July 0, asking for an order ap- 
pointing Mr. Loftus Percival Arnott as joint 
trustee of the will of the late Sir John Ainott 
in view of Lady FitzGerald Arnott having 
been removed from the trusteeship by his 
lordship. The affidavit of Sir John Arnott 
referred to the will of the late Sir John Arnott 
and codicils thereto. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that Mr. 
McCracken (defendant's solicitor) had sent a 
letter to the Registrar of the Court pointing 
out that judgment was not made out yet. 

Mr. Marnan said that he had intended read- 
ing that letter. Judgment was delivered by 
his lordship, and it became effective from the 
date of its delivery. 

Mr. Marnan then read from the affidavit of 
Sir John Arnott, which referred to the will of 
the late Sir John Arnott, who appointed the 
deponent (Sir John Arnott) and Lady Emily 
Jane FitzGerald Arnott (the defendant) joint 
trustees under the will. The will stipulated 
that on the death of Lady FitzGerald Arnott 
the testator’s son, Mr. Loftus Percival Arnott, 
be appointed trustee in her place. That in- 
dicated whom the testator wished to have 
appointed after the death of his wife, and the 
position was practically the same as if the 
defendant had died, as she had been removed 
from the trusts of the will by order of the 
Court. In these circumstances counsel asked 
his lordship to appoint Mr, Loftus Percival 
Arnott as joint trustee. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan asked what case 

was made in the affidavit for an immediate 
appointment. 
Mr. Marnan said that on the very facts of 
the case, with which his lordship was 
fully acquainted, this was a very urgent 
matter. Dividends were coming in, and 
should be paid to the proper parties, The 
would have the same difficulty as regards 
cheques and dividends as they had before if 
this appointment was not made now. This 
simply followed his lordship’s order. They 
had letters from all the beneficiaries under 
the will, except two, consenting to this 
appointment. e of them was away, and 
the other declined for certain reasons. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that he would 
appoint Mr. Loftus Percival Arnott joint 
trustee in lieu of the defendant; but what 
about the vesting order? 

Mr. Marnan said that he would ask for a 
vesting order also. There were cheques out- 
standing for years which had not been signed, 
and the trustees would have to issue new 
cheques instead of them. “his was a case, if 
ever there was one, in which, in order to 
avoid difficulties and, probably, unpleasant- 
ness, a vesting order ought to made. No- 
body knew the circumstances better than his 
lordship, and by making the vesting order 
he would not be in any way prejudicing Lady 
FitzGerald Arnott. It was in the interest 
of the estate that the order should be made. 
There were several small holdings in the 
estate, and if the order was not made it 
would mean considerable expense. The 
Bandon Estate consisted of the town of 
Bandon, the village of Enniskean, tithe rents, 
head rents, and sundry holdings 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan—What the 
areas! 

Mr. Marnan said that it was not necessary 
to set out the areas. The expression “all 
lands and hereditaments '' covered everything, 
and it was not necessary to describe the 
lands at all. He asked that the lands and 
hereditaments, the subjects of the trusts of 
the will and codieils be vested in the new 
trustees. The stocks and securities would be 
set out in detail. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan—What order do 
you want me to make? 

Mr. Marnan said that he wanted 
an order vesting all lands, hereditaments, 
stocks and shares in the new trustee as joint 
trustee with the existing trustee, Sir John 
Arnott.

MILITARY GOVERNORS AT

SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 
Rumours of the imminence of a war be- 
tween Chekiang and Kiangsu have been in 
the air for some time, and in spite of a 
censorship instituted. at Pekin, further reports 
have been received of big movements of 
Kiangsu troops to the front from Nanking, 
and it is believed that war is most probable, 
The origin of the trouble appears to be 
chiefly the fact that General Luyung Hsiang, 
the Tuchun of Chekiang, controls the 
Shanghai arsenal, just outside the Chinese 
city, and the Woosung Forts, near Shanghai. 
Marshal Chi Hsieh-guan, Tuchun of Kiangsu, 
has always maintained that these places, 
being in Kiangsu, ought to be under his 
control, and the trouble was recently brought 
to a head by General Luyung Hsiang annoy- 
ing General Wu Pei-fu_ the great War Lord, 
by employing for payment two anti-Wu Pei-fu 
Generais.

The British 1 Company's station 
(2 BE) will operate as from 


Belfast Mill be what is known as a main 


found satisfactory. 

Belfast's own programmes will be of a 
similar type to those broadcast from the 
B.B.C. station in Great Britain. The com- 
pany is continually improving its entertain- 
ments; more short plays, which have proved 
very popular, will be included. 

The Belfast studio is situated at 31 Linen- 
hall street, and the transmitting apparatus is 
contained in a small building near the electric 
power station in East Bridge street. The two 
are connected by ordinary land lines. Two 
local picture houses and the Ulster Hall are 
connected with the transmitting station, so 
that the music from the former and functions 
in the latter can be broadcast. 

Good results can be obtained with a crystal 
set within a radius of five miles of a broad- 
casting station. A one-valve set has a range 
of thirty-five miles, often more, while a two- 
valve set will enable Dublin to hear Belfast. 
Four more new stations—Nottingham, 
Stoke-on-Trent, Dundee and Swansea—are to 
be opened by the B.B.C. between now and 
Christmas. These will be relay stations which 
will receive and re-transmit London and other 
programmes. The object of the company in 
establishing these stations is fo give facilities 
for using crystal sets to densely-inhabited 
areas where the large working-class popula- 
tions cannot afford the three- or four-valve 
sets required to receive the nearest main 
station.

GERMAN SHIPPING 
CREDITS. 


AN ADVANCE OF £1,000,000. 


In its City Notes column, Tie Times says 
—For some little time there has been much 
conjecture as to the source of a credit of 
£1,000,000, reported to have been made by 
British interests to the Norddeutscher Lloyd, 
which has lately re-established calls at 
Southampton of liners in the North Atlantic 
and Eastern trades. The names of certain 
British shipping companies have been asso- 
ciated with the advance. We have reason 
to believe, however, that the credit has been 
supplied by a leading British insurance com- 
pany. The terms on which the credit is 
understood to have been made suggest, in- 
deed, that it could be more suitably ad- 
vanced by an insurance company than by 
a bank, which needs to hold its funds in a 
more liquid form. 

It is believed that the credit to the 
Norddeutscher-Lloyd is advanced for a period 
of about ten years, while the rate of interest 
mentioned is 8 per cent, per annum, No 
doubt, care will have been taken to ensure 
that the security is good, and the advance, 
if based on the fleet of the Norddeutscher- 
Lloyd in the form of a first mortgage deben- 
ture, might well appear financially attractive. 
Probably, also, p ovision will have been made 
for the gradual repayment of the advance, 
so that as the instalments dre repaid the 
security in proportion to the remaining 
amounts will become greater. A powerful 
insurance company could afford to make an 
investment of this type, since only in the 
event of a catastrophe involving exceptionally 
heavy claims is their generally any possibility 
of forced sales of securities. In any case, 
the insurance company concerned could well 
afford to lock up the sum of £1,000,000, 
provided the terms were considered to be 
sufficiently attractive.

AIR CHANNEL FERRY. 


A scheme for an aerial cross-Channel ferry, 
with a half-hourly service of the new big 
Napier Swan flying boats, operating between 
Folkestone and Boulogne, is being drawn up 
by British and French experts, says the 
Daily News. Driven by two Napier engines 
totalling 1,000 h.p., these big fiying boats 
have accommodation for twelve passengers, 
and can make the crossing in about fifteen 
minutes.

TWO SEA CAPTAINS’ EVIDENCE. 
Captain Thomas Herdman, master of the 
ss.

Denbigh Coast, stated that 
he did not notice any list on the Lismore on 
the 10th July when he was acting as chief 
cfhcer of the Kenmare. When she left the 
quay he noticed that she had no roll. 
SUBMERGED WRECKS. 
‘Captain John Humphreys, ‘marine superin- 
tendent to the owners of the Lismore, gave 
evidence that the vessel on her trial trips 
behaved splendidly. 
Asked if he formed any opinion as to the 
cause of the foundering of the vessel, he 
replied that he believed the Lismore struck 
some wreckage on her way after leavin 
Roche’s Point. I know,” he continue: 
““ that there are several submerged wrecks off 
the South of Ireland coast, and my theor 
is that she must have struck the derrick 
which was found 24 hours after the disaster. 
This derrick was made fast to a mast of one 
of the submerged wrecks by a guy or rope, 
and the Lismore struck it and sent it adrift.” 
Asked as to the depth of water at the 
position where the Lismore went down, he 
said from 29 to 30 fathoms. 
Mr. A. Wall, naval architect, formerly 
chief naval architect to Cammell, Laird, ship- 
builders, Birkenhead, and now in private 
practice, in his evidence, said that, with a 
metacentric height of six inches there was no 
reason why the vessel should not . have 
weathered a moderate or calm sea. As to 
the list which had been referred to, he 
saw two possibilities.
